Mueller sees no collusion, 
stops short of exoneration

There have been fewer than 
40 reports of loose animals 
on the Trinity Trails and at 
least five reports of people 
being bitten or attacked by 
dogs since January 2014, 
according to records from 
Fort Worth Animal Control. 

Safety on the trails came 
into question after a 26-year- 
old Olympic running qualifier 
was attacked by a loose pit 
bull on March 3. 

The Trinity Trails extend 
through Fort Worth for 72 
miles along the Trinity River. 
Made for hikers, bikers, run- 
ners and horseback riders, they 
connect major areas such as 
downtown, the TCU/Fort 
Worth Zoo area and Clearfork. 

A report from Fort Worth 
Animal Control says that 
Caitlin Keen was near the 
South Hulen Street bridge 
when she was bitten and 
dragged by a dog that got 
loose from a nearby camp 
where its owner lived. She 
was hospitalized with bites 
and scratches along the side 
of her body. 

The owner told authorities 
that she is a train hopper and 
the dog was tethered to her 
camp, but got loose. The dog 
was up to date on shots and 
hadn’t bitten anyone before 
that day, the report says.

letter to Congress, represented a 
victory for Trump on a key ques- 
tion that has hung over his presi- 
dency from the start: Did his 
campaign work with Russia to 
defeat Democrat Hillary Clin- 
ton?

Special counsel Robert Muell- 
er did not find evidence that 
President Donald Trump’s cam- 
paign “conspired or coordinat- 
ed” with Russia to influence the 
2016 presidential election but 
reached no conclusion on wheth- 
er Trump obstructed justice, 
Attorney General William Barr 
declared Sunday. That brought a 
hearty claim of vindication from 
Trump but set the stage for new 
rounds of political and legal 
fighting.

Trump cheered the outcome 
but also laid bare his resentment 
after two years of investigations 
that have shadowed his adminis- 
tration. “It’s a shame that our 
country has had to go through 
this.

Democrats pointed out that 
Mueller found evidence for and 
against obstruction and demand- 
ed to see his full report. They 
insisted that even the summary 
by the president’s attorney gen- 
eral hardly put him in the clear.
